Rockne and Dorais demonstrated 
the valué of the forward pass so 
effectively against the Army and 
received the highest praise from 
all the Atlantic Coast writers. 
“You will. recall that the for- 
ward pass was introduced in the 
1906 rules, which was before 
Rockne and Dorais attended No- 
tre Dame. I presume all coaches 
experimented with the use of the 
forward pass and some of us 
made considerable use of it. I 
know that Eddie Cochems made 
effective use of it at St. Louis 
University, in St. Louis, Mo. I 
have the impression that he took 
it up strongly in 1907-1908. 


Stage Used the Pass

“I devised a number of spread 
plays which later were widely 
copied (some of them are still 
in use), in order to take advan- 
tage of the use.of the forward 
pass. ; 

“These plays I kept under 
cover to spring on Minnesota 
Nov. 10, 1906. Unfortunately, the 
game was played in a driving 
rain and Captain Walter Eck- 
ersall, much to my chagrin, did 
not attempt to throw a single 
pass, 

“That game lost us the cham- 
pionship. Minnesota won 
by a goal from a place-kick to 
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one safety, score 4 to 2. 

The following week we used 
those forward pass formations 
on Illinois and defeated her, 63 
to 0! Eckersall did most of the 
passing. / 

“Chicago won the champion- 
ship in 1907 with a squad of 17 
players, and in 1908 with 19 
players, largely through the use 


which we made of the forward | 


pass. Chicago beat Minnesota in 
1907 at Minneapolis, 18 to 12, 
mainly through its use. We could 
never have beaten them without 
it. 

“Minnesota also emphasized 
the pass, but not as effectively. 
Walter Steffen and Pat Page 
did our passing in 1907, as they 
did it again in 1908 when Chicago 
trimmed Minnesota, 29 to 0. In 
that game I sprang for the first 
time a fake pass by Steffen, 
which he combined with the 
real thing so cleverly that he 
created havoc with the Minne- 
sota defense. 


Stagg Also Used 


A Three-Way Pass. 


‘6 HAT year I also devised 
T a triple pass, from center 
to Steffen to Iddings (left 
half) to Page at right end, who 
ran back and threw a forward 
pass or sometimes carried the 
ball around opposite end. This 
triple. pass, followed by a for- 
ward pass, Chicago sprang on 
Cornell that season for a Page- 
to-Schommer touchdown. Percy 
Haughton coached Cornell. 

“At that period, the Atlantic 
seaboard was the source of 
football erudition and other 
sections of the cpuntry were, 
in their eyes, more or less the 
backwoods. Eastern sports writ- 
ers dominated the football 
field. Therefore, when Dorais 
and Rockne sprung their for- 
ward pass combination in the 
Notre Dame-Army game with 
such devastating effect, East- 
ern writers were amazed and 
quite properly wrote columns 
in exuberant praise. Later 
Rockne himself told me he 
used one of my formations and 
that the Eastern writers had 
sung his praises to the sky. 
“While I never saw Eddie Co- 

chems’ St. Louis University eleven 
play, I knew Schneider from the 
South Side high school team of 
Chicago, who was a key member 
of Cochems’ forward pass strate- 
gy and I know that Eddie made 
effective use of the pass.”

This 
pass is more of a snap pass and 
should get all its power from the 
wrist and forearm. This is used 
where a longer pass is necessary 
to feed men cutting fast for the 
basket. The word baseball pass is 
sometimes used to describe this 
pass because in many of its fea- 
tures it closely resembles a catch- 
er’s throw, being a snap throw 
with no preliminary windup. 

A very effective pass especially 
useful against a zone defense, is 
the bounce pass. The pass may be 
made with either one or two hands 
and may be used for distances up 
to about 25 feet. Care should be 
taken not to “english” the ball 
and not to make the bounce too 
close to the receiver. 

Still another type is the pass 
from the pivot position very often 


going in opposite directions. The 


point to be emphasized in this pass 


is that it is never thrown at the re- 
ceiver. Rather the pass is flipped 
straight up into the air or even 
slightly in the direction in which 
the receiver is traveling. This pre- 
caution minimizes the possibility 
of fumbling and makes the pass 
an effective weapon especially 
when players are weaving around 
in the foul line area in close quar- 
ters, 


I could go into a detailed de- 
scription of various other types of 
passes, but I feel that if the player 
masters the fundamentals of the 
above-mentioned, he will be suffi- 
ciently well grounded to be a good 
passer, 

Before closing, I would like to 
stress briefly a few points yghich 
the passer should constantly keep 
in his mind. First, never pass if 
the distance between you and the 


You and Defensive Man

defensive man is too great. Get 
close to him and the liability of 
his intercepting the pass is mini- 
mized. Second, don’t tip off your 
passes, fool the defense, fake one 
way, with your eyes and hands and 
pass another way. Third, don't 
make “Hope” passes, don’t pass if 
there is a possibility of intercep- 
tion. Be cool, remember possession 
if the ball is an important essential 
for winning basketball. And last, 
keep in mind the fact that good 
passing requires long and patient 


\practice, but in the long run it's 


time well spent because it’s the one 
sure way to a successful season.

Increase in Prairie Chickens. 
INCE 1907 Missouri has had a 
S closed season on prairie chick- 
ens. The once most popular 
upland game bird of this section 
was blasted almost out of exist- 
ence. Today there are more than 
there have been since the turn of 
the century, according to Charles 


W. Schwartz of the Conservation 
Commission. 


In 1907 it was estimated that 
there were about 12,500 roaming 
over the lands where hundreds of 
thousands had lived shortly before. 
A more recent estimate, resulting 
from a survey completed in '34 by 
Professors Rudolph Bennitt and 
Werner O. Nagel of the University 
of Missouri, placed the population 
at slightly more than 5000. A sec- 
ond survey, 1939, showed an increase 


T 


of slightly more than double this 
figure. 

Schwartz, employed by the 
commission for the study of prai- 
rie chickens through a Federal 
grant, recently completed a cen- 
sus which revealed a population 
of 20,000. 


Conditions Improved. 


HE principal reason for this 
sharp rise in the census is the 
more permanent grassland, fa- 
vorite habitat of the chickens, plus 
stricter protection. Schwartz point- 
ed out that people are sometimes 
led to believe that the fowl are 
more plentiful than they really are 
because they are concentrated in 
certain areas. 

Rather than trapping and mov- 
ing the birds to the more sparse- 
ly pppulated areas, it is believed 
that the better method of dis- 
tribution would be through care- 
ful game management areas 
where plenty of food, cover and
